-RAIEROAD TAXES. 


Tennessee’s Attorney General Files His 
Opinion in the Railroad Case. 
Nashville, Tenn., November 18.—(Special. 
Attorney General Pickle today rendered 
his opinion in the matter of the state 
assessment of railroads. Some days ago 
the board of examiners, composed of the 
governor, the secretary of state and the 
treasurer, referred the assessment back to 
the equahzers with instructions to furnish 
further proof as to the value of railroads 
and to reassess them. The comptroller, who 
is the medium of communication between 
the two boards, refused to receive the 
books on the ground that the examiners 
could only raise, lower or approve and 
asked Attorney General Pickle for his 
opinion. The attorney general, in a lengthy 
opinion given out today, decides that the 
examiners exceed their authority in un- 
dertaking to set aside absolutely the as- 
sessments of the railroads. They had pow- 
er to raise or lower the assessment, but 
not to set them aside altogether. He says 
if the board of assessors failed to make 
a proper record, it is the state that must 
suffer, as they are the state’s sworn offi- 
cers. He further says the date has arrived 
when railroad taxes are due, and hence 
the time when assessments can or ought 
to be made has expired. The board of 
examiners has not yet determined what 
step to take in the matter.

LAWYER IN A BAD FIX 


One of the Attorneys for Holmes ir 
Charged with Perjary, 


GRAHAM SPRINGS A SURPRISE 


He Says That Shoemaker Had a False 
Affidavit Prepared. 


THE MURDERER SEEKS A NEW TRIAL 


He Does Not Look So Jaunty as He 
Did a Few Weeks Ago—Rotan 
Is Exonerated. 


Philadelphia, November 18.—The argument 
for a new trial in the continued murder 
case of Holmes was heard this morning in 
the criminal court before Judge Arnold, 
who tried the case, Judge Wilson and Judge 


Thayer, as presiding judge of the court. | 


Like all the phases of this singular case 
this ordinarily routine procedure furnished 
@ sensation. ‘ 

Holmes was brought from prison to court. 
The weeks of confinement since his convic- 
tion have added to the emaciation that was 
so marked when he was in court béfore 
and a hectic flush has taken the place of 
his former pallor. He has also lost the 
easy look of confidence that he wore during 
his trial and although he was composed his 
anxiety was plainly visible. 

Shoemaker’s New Witness. 

The sensation was furnished by Mr. Shoe- 
maker, one of Holmes’s counsel. Mr. Shoe- 
maker presented an affidavit from a witness 
purporting to be named Blanche Hannigan. 
In the affidavit the witness swore that she 
kept a cigar store on Callowhill street, near 
the house where Pletzel was killed, and 
that she knew the dead man and that he 


told her that he intended to commit suicide. | 


District Attorney Graham asked that the 


witness be called to the stand and Mr. Shoe- | 
maker replied that be did not know where . 


she was. Then Mr. Graham called a private 
detective named Swetzler to the stand. The 
detective testified that Shoemaker, weeks 
ago, had written out the affidavit and given 
him $20 to pay some one to swear to it. 

Then Detective Geyer was called and he 
testified that Swetzler had shown him the 
affidavit before it was signed. 

Then a woman was called to the stand 


who said she was the “Blanche Hannigan” 


who signed the. affidavit. She swore she 
knew nothing about the statements in the 
affidavit. Her name, instead of being Han- 
nigan, was Rhea, and she is the matron in 
the fourth police district. It was at the 
suggestion of Detective Geyer that she went 
with Swetzler to Shoemaker and imperson- 
ated Blanche Hannigan. Shoemaker gave 
her $20 and took her before a notary public 
and she swore to the statement 


Safety in Silence. 

This astonishing testimony, that seemed 
to clearly point to a perjured affidavit, évi- 
dently surprised the court and when Shoe- 
maker attempted to make some confused 
statement, Judge Thayer suggested to him 
that his greatest safety lay in silence. 


the court that he knew nothing of the affi- 
davit and then he began the argument for 
a new trial. 

The main points of the reasons for ask- 
ing for a new trial were given in these dis- 


patches last week, when the publication for 
a new trial was filed. The principal allega- 


tions for asking for the trial are that the |

troducing evidence showing that the chil- : 


dren were killed by Holmes; that the de- 
fense was not ready to proceed and that 
the court erred on a number of points in 
the trial. 

Mr. Rotan argued for an hour and fifty 
minutes and then District Attorney Graham 
replied. In his argument Mr. Rotan had 
dwelt upon the inadmissibility of the evi- 
dence of Miss Yohe, on the ground that 
the commonwealth had not clearly shown 
she was not the prisoner’s wife, and that, 
therefore, she was not a competent Witness. 
Mr. Graham reproduced the prisoner’s let- 
ters to the Williamette wife, acknow}l- 
edging the ceremony of marriage, and then 
Mr. Graham sprung a surprise on Holmes 
that perceptibly took him back. 

Graham’s Arraignment of Holmes. 

Mr. Graham put in evidence a record 
from the Chicago courts of an application 
for a divorce filed by Holmes, asking for 
a separation from his real wife, who lives 
at Gilmerton, N. H. He also produced 
an affidavit from this wife, ‘that while 
making the now famous journey with Mrs. 
Pietzel and Miss Yohe, Holmes came to 
see her and resumed his relations as a 
husband with her. 

Mr. 
set up by the defense and step by step 
demolished them, and in a manner that 
was absolutely conclusive, shed a flood of 
light upon Holmes’s guilt. 

During the trial, Mr. Graham was fre- 
quently restrained by points of law in 
referring to the prisoner, but in his review 
of the evidence today he was restrained 


by no such conditions and he fairly with- — 


ered Holmes with his scorching arraign- 
ment of his various crimes. The weak 
point in Mr. Graham’s case during -the 
trial was how Peitzel was actually killed. 
His inference wa. that Pietzel was chloro- 
formed to death b# Holmes, but he never 
brought this out clearly. Judge . Wilson 
seemed ‘struck by this and asked Mr. 
Graham how Pietzel was killed. Mr. Gra- 
ham said that it was the contention of the 
commonwealth that Holmes chloroformed 
him to death, but the district attorney did 
not make it clear how they believed the 
dead man was murdered. 

Mr. Rotan seized on this point and, ad- 
dressing the court in his closing argument, 
dwelt upon the improbability of a man of 
Holmes’s physique overcoming Pietzel and 
killing him with chloroform. He con- 
tended that though the commonwealth had 
produced evidence to show that Pletzel 


bought a pint of whisky the night before | 
he died, there was the eyidence to show 
day he died, | 
and thereby enabled Holmes to administer | 


that he was drunk on the 
chloroform to him in that condition. 

In concluding his argument Mr. 
asked the court to take particular note 
in their decision of the medical evidence 
offered at the trial, which he contended 
was incomplete and inconclusive. 

Judge Thayer replied that the court 
would consider this phase of the case es- 
pecially as required by Mr. Rotan. 

Shoemaker’s Shame:

A Negro with a Hatchet Strikes Dowr 
Four Persons. 


Emporia, Kas., November 18.—Dunlap, a 
little village thirty miles north of here, is 
' wild with excitement tonight and most of 
its inhabitants are out on a man hunt. 
' David Henderson, a young negro school 

teacher, not long ago assaulted one of his 
' pupils, Dora Ray, about four years of 
age. He was cited to appear before the 
board of education. Tonight he did so, ac- 
companied by his lawyer. At the hearing 
evidence was produced proving not only 
the assault, but of his renewing the at- 
tempt between 4 and 5 o’clock this evening. 

Notwithstanding all this, the board wish- 
ed to settle the matter so Henderson would 
not have to appear in court to answer to 
| the criminal charge. This exasperated the 
father of the little girl, Samuel Ray, who 
insisted that he be arrested and tried. A 
quarrel ensued and Henderson struck Ray 
over the head with a hatchet, splitting his 
head open. He then made a rush for the 
door of the schoolroom in which the in- 
vestigation was taking place and was met 
' in the aisle by Ray’s wife, who attempted to

extinguished the town was again thrown 
into a fever of excitement by another 
alarm of fire, which was turned in this 
morning about 1 o’gipck....The fire depart- 
ment, still greatly fatigued from the work 
| of Saturday night and yesterday, went at 
| it again. The fire was in the brick and iron 
| warehouse of the Meridian sash and blind 
factory, which had been saved from the 
| fire of Saturday night. This building, ex- 
| tending through the block from Fifth to 

Sixth streets, a distance of more than two 

hundred feet, was filled with the finished 
| products of the factory. This building was 
| destroyed and the flames leaped ‘across 
| Twenty-eighth avenue and burned a frame 
| cottage, from which the occupants escaped 
| with but few of their belongings. The busi- 
| ness heart of the city was threatened, but 


the fire was extinguished befure further 
damage was done.

A meeting of the 
directors of the institution was called, a 
warrant was issued for Ritter’s apprehen- 
sion and an investigation of his accounts 
was immediately begun. The officers say 
they have no idea whatever of the amount 
taken by Ritter. The latter has been teller 
of the bank since its organization, about 
three years ago. Mrs. Ritter believes her 

husband has committed suicide.

| MINISTER TERRELL 1S WORKING HARD 


The Missionaries Thank Him for His 
Efforts To Secure Protection 
p for Them. 


London, November 18.—The represen- 
tative in Constantinople of the United 
Press telegraphs under yesterday's date 
that dispatches from Sivas, dated Novem- 
ber 15th, have been received there stating 
that the massacres in the Marsovan and 
Amasia districts were renewed that day; 
also, that a number of persons were killed 
at Sivas on the Ii6th. 

United States Minister Terrell received 
a dispatch from Aleppo, on the 16th in- 
stant, saying that a massacre had occurred 
at Aintab, sixty miles north-northeast of 
Aleppo. The governor of Aleppo was 
immediately instructed by wire to stren- 
uously enforce the measurés taken for the 
protection of the American residents in his 
jurisdiction. 

Minister Terrell has obtained from the 
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ceasing strain of excitement and activity 
engendered by his interest in the troubles 
of Americans in Asia Minor, where they 
outnumbered, bw three to one, any others 
of any foreign nationality, 150 of them be- 
ing missionaries. Mr. Terrell is constantly 
visiting the sublime porte and sometimes 
sees the sultan himself in his insistence 
upon the government’s affording absolute 
protection to American missionaries and 
other American citizens in Asia Minor. 
The missionaries are perfectly satisfied 
with the results of his action. He is 
ceaseless in his efforts to protect the in- 
terests of America and Americans. That 
there may be no questions about this they 
desire the United Press to say that any 
newspaper or other statement to the con- 
trary is maliciously faise. 


A CRY FROM ARMENIA. 


Massacres Proceeding Daily—Thou- 
sands Starving. 

London, November 18.—The Anglo-Arme- 
hian Association has received the follow- 
ing telegram irom Constantinople: 

*‘Massacres are proceeding almost every- 
where in Asia Minor, and over 100,000 per- 
sons are dying from starvation in Ar- 
menia. For God’s sake urge the govern- 
ment to put a stop to the most awful 
event of modern times. The porte is power- 
less, as telegraph lines are controlled by 
the police officials who have incited those 
massacres.”’ 


A Naval Demonstration.

In the meantime telegrams 
were constantly arriving, telling of the 
fresh massacres and the patriarch sent his 
secretary to Nazim Pasha demanding the 
return of his note. The secretary was at 
the time instructed to say to the minister 
of police in the name of the patriarch: 

“It would be an insult to my people to 
send such a note to them when they are 
dying by thousands upon the roadsides.” 

To this the minister replied: 

“You are quite right,’’ adding: 
Hamadich cavalry are turning against 
them.” 

“Against whom?” asked the secretary. 

“Against the one who ordered all this,” 
was the suggestive answer of the minis- 
ter. 

This is given merely as an instance of 
the manner in which even the high officials 
refer to the sultan. Nobody in Constan- 
tinople, says the correspondent, doubts 


that either the sultan or the palace clique, 
under the sultan’s assent, ordered the mas- 


sacres, or that the regular troops are 
plundering and killing in accordance with 
the orders of their superior officers. Things 
having gone so far in this direction, the 
sultan finds now that he has no power to 
control the storm which he himself has 
raised. Indeed, he cannot even command 
order among the troops attached to his 
own palace. 

Innumerable reports are current in re- 
gard to the mental and physical conditfdn 
of the sultan, one of which asserts that 
he has become afflicted with insomnia and 
for a period of forty-eight hours has not 
been able to sleep. According to this ru- 
mor he sits with his head drooping, never 
heeding any one who may speak to him 
and careless of anything that may go on 
around him. It is said, in fact, that he 
no longer listens to the reports that are 
brought to him. The spies in and about 
the palace have been doubled in number, 
but the people no longer hesitate to talk 
against the sultan in the streets and in 
the cafes and other public places, beliey- 
ing that his fall is imminent.

Washington, November 18,—(Special.)— 
There is a movement on foot among the 
goldbug democrats to prevent ex-Speaker 
Crisp from obtaining the democratic nomi- 
nation for speaker. The gold democrats 
have been very much disturbed by the bold 
free silver speech made by Judge Crisp to 
the Georgia legislature on Wednesday of 
last week, and they say that to give him 
the caucus nominatin for speaker would be 
to destroy the fruits of the victories they 
have won at such a sacrifice to the prestige 
of the democratic party in the country. 

Secretary Smith has been ordered by the 
administration to address the legislature 
of Georgia in behalf of gold and to raise 
the issue directly with Judge Crisp in the 
Empire State of the South, but this is not 
sufficient.

It is, therefore, 
certain that the administration will co- 
operate in the attempt to humiliate Judge 
Crisp and thereby score another victory 
for the Wall street policies which it has 
been pursuing.

The 
only question of law considered by the 
court was one raised in the argument of 
the case that it was incompetent for con- 
gress to impose a heavier penalty for con- 
spiracy to commit a crime than that im- 
posed for the commission of the crime it- 
self. This, Judge Brewer said, was incor- 
rect; the power exists to separate the con- 
spiracy from the crime itself and to affix 
distinct and independent penalties to each. 
There was no error in the trial of the 
convicted man, and the judgment of the 
court below was afltirmed.

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Atlanta Has an Option on the Expo- 
sition Grounds, 


BUT SHE HAS NOT THE MONEY 


It Is Proposed To Ask the Legislature 
To Authorize the Purchase on 
the Installment Plan. 


The purchase of Piedmont park, now 
occupied by the Cotton States and Inter- 
national exposition, was discussed by the 
members of the general council yesterday 


afternoon. 
Not&ing definite, however, was done by 


the municipal body. 
Months ago when the exposition was first 
projected the owners of the Piedmont park 


grounds submitted a proposition to the di- 
rectors of the exposition, one feature of 
which gave Atlanta an optign. on the 
grounds, after the exposition was over, for 
park purposes for $160,000. 

Mayor King yesterday sent to the gen- 
eral council a communication citing the 
present situation. 

Councilman Campbell submitted a paper 
showing that Atlanta would not be able to 
pay $160,000 for the property January 1, 1896, 
and instructed the committee on legisla- 
tion to secure the passage of a bill by the 
Georgia legislature authorizing Atlanta to 
purchase the property, proviaed the gen- 
eral council of '96 should deem the pur- 
chase advisable and pay for it in annual 
installments. 

Mr. Welch, of the fifth ward, opposed the 
resolution and asked Mr. Campbell to show 
the rat in the meal tub. He declared that 
Atlanta had no business to pay $160,000 for 
a piece of property which was once refused 
by the general council as a present. 

“If Atlanta and her people want that 
property,’”’ said Mr. Inman, “I think we 
ought to authorize the issue of bends for 
its purchase.”’ 

Mr. Howell was of the opinicn that the 
purchase of the property at the price named 
in the option, $160,000, would be a judicious 
step if the contemplated legislation could 
be secured. 

“Mr. Welch, of the fifth,” said Mr. 
Campbell, “appears to think the passage of 
this ordinance binds the council to buy that 
property for $160,000. It does nothing of the 
kind. With that legislation Atlania is only 
placed where she can buy it, whereas with- 
out that legislation Atlanta cannot buy it 
at any price.” 

Salaries of Members. 

The paper was referred. 

Mr. Howell, chairman of the salary com- 
mittee, presented an ordinance fixing the 
salaries of the two aldermen and svcven 
councilmen to be elected next month. 

It placed the salaries of each at 3000 a 
year. 

“I move, as a substitute,’”’ said Mr. In- 
man, “‘that we make it $200 a year.’ 

Mr. Welch, of the fifth, who retires next 
month, made a humorous and yet strong 
appeal for $600 a year, the same he has 
been drawing.

Mr. Campbell presented a resol fifn call- 
ing upon the committee on legislation 10 
sécure the passage by the legislature of 
Georgia now in session ofan amendment to 
the city charter adding another member to 
the board of police commissioners, It was 
adopted. 

Mr. Campbell presented a resolution re- 
quiring the companies to supply cars wihh 
fenders, as a protection to people on the 
streets. He presented one, too, asking for 
legislation giving the mayor and general 
council the right to control retes, of fare 
and schedules of street car companies and 
another placing all street car cumpanies 
in towns of 65,000 people and more, under 
the state railroad commission. They were 
all referred. 

More Bonds for Atlanta. 

Mr. Inman, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, presented an ordinance authorizing 
Atlanta to issue $50,000 of 4 per cent bunds 
to run for thirty years, to redeem $50,000 
of bonds bearing 6 per cent, due the tirst of 
next January. The ordinance was adopted. 

An ordinance providing for the renewal 
of work on the Boys’ High school brilding 
and its completion was presented, and was 
sent to the finance committee.

Theaters Last Night. 


“THE PATRIOTS” SCORE A HIT 


A Splendid Production That, Pleased 
Everybody—The Grand Breaks 
Another Record. 


Last night was a record-breaker in the 


history of theatricals in Atlanta. 

For the first time there was put on at an 
Atlanta theater the first production of a 
big opera—and the story of the success 
that cpera scored is tolé@ in this column. 

But that was not all. Every theater was 
crowded to its capacity and beyond it. 
The Grand had the biggest house at regu- 
lar prices in its history. Every box and 
every seat was occupied and hundreds were 
turned away. 

The standing-room-only sign was out at 
the Lyceum; the Columbia had a brilliant 
andience that filled it to the overflowing 
stage; and the Trocadero with its great 
copacity turned peopie away. 

A new place of amusement, the Casino, 
was opened. It is unique in that it is the 
first continuous-performance house in the 
south, 

“The Patriots” Is a Go. 

“The Patriots’ scored an unqualified suc- 
cess. The surprise which the people had 
been told was in store for them material- 
ized and it was the pleasantest possibie. 
When the announcement was made that 
the first production of the opera would be 
given here in Atlanta there were some 
misgivings as to’ the scale on which it 
would be made. These were to he expected, 
for it-is the most natural thing possible 
to expect that every big preduction will 
seek an opening in New York. But the 
fact is the people of Atlanta are just wak- 
ing up to the fact that the exposition has 
made this one the theatrical centers of 
America. If there was any doubts of it 
before, last night’s production of the new 
Adler-Carter opera completely dispelled 
them. : 

That production was really magnificent. 
No similar production has been put on 
here so elaborately. In every respect the 
accessories are the finest possible. This is 
true not only of the scenery and the cos- 
tumes, which ferm guch an important 
item in the success of any operatic produc- 
tion, but it is true of the principals, of the 
chorus, of the orchestra and beyond all it 
is true of the man who was secured to 
make the production. I mean, of course, 
Ben Teal, who is the best man in his line 
in America and to whose magnificent 
handling a very large portion of last night’s 
success is due, 

But the work which falls to the lot of a 
man holding that position does not reach 
the public. The work of the bimetallist, 
the work of the composer—these should, 
perhaps, be mentioned first. 

Heretofore it has been impossible to util- 
ize successfully any material pertaining 
to the early history of this country. There 
has been no drama, no opera that has 
caught the people, though many efjorts 
on this line have been made. The r.jults 
heretofore have lacked the very necessary 
element of popular interest. Though in its 
first act the book seemed conventional, 
there was decided improvement in the 
Other two and there was much of this 
very popular interest in them. 

The music is superb. Mr. Adler has 
scored .a brilliant..suecess. There can be 
no possible doubt of this. ..While some of 
it borders closely on grand opera in its 
effects, it is largely of.the catchy nature 
at which every composer who writes for 
the public aims. Much of it is of the waltz 
tempo, and that is always attractive. 

The opera is called patriotic and roman- 
tic. The story has been told in these col- 
umns. The first act is in a measure in- 
troductory, the action leading up to the 
historic Boston tea party, where the pa- 
triots, disguised as Indians, throw the 
tea overboard into Boston harbor. In the 
second act the climax is the battle of 
Lexington. In the third the action leads up 
to the signing of the declaration of inde- 
pendence. In each of these the scenic ar- 
tists have dome remarkably fine work. The 
opening scene shows a popular tavern lo- 
cated on the wharves, with Boston habor 
in the distance. While it was impossible 
to get the full effect of the perspective 
in this scene on account of the lack of depth 
of stage, the picture was still a very pret- 
ty one and was true and accurate. The 
second act shows the inside of a fort with 
the cannon and all the necessary para- 
phernalia. The third shows the part out- 
side of the old statehouse in Philadeiphia, 
and the climax is the opening of the win- 
dows and showing the signing of the de- 
claration. 

There is much life in the music. The 
numbers in the first act that most favor. 
ably impressed the audience and elicited the 
warmest applause were: “What! Ho! a 
Hireling of the King,” sole, recitative and 
chorus of citizens; ““‘But, Do I Look It?’ 
solo, quintet and duet;*“Good Night,” a 
serelet, and “‘Ugh! Ugh! Injin Me,” Indian 
war dance and chorus. 

In the second act after the introduction 
and opening chorus, ‘““When England Shall 
Rise in Her Wrath” caught the audience 
“Tt Asked the Starlight,’’ ““Mary, I Love 
You,” “The Midnight Watch,” march and 
soldiers’ chorus; “When Quiet Reigns” and 
“"'Tis She! "Tis She” made distinct hits and 
were encored. 

In act three the most effective numbers 
were: ‘We Will Be Free,” “She Will Do It 
With a Smile,” ‘“‘Ring Out, O Bell,” “We 
are the Strong Arm of the Nation” and 
*“‘Peace on Earth.”’ 

There are marches and dances and some 
very live comedy which caught the audi- 
ence. The dances were especially pretty. 
One of these, a red, white and blue dance, 
is a real creation. In the second act, where 
the chorus women appear in continental 
uniforms as soldiers, they do a march ex- 
cellently. And these continental uniforms, 
by the way, look exceedingly pretty—much 
more so than one would have thought. 

The music is in good hands. The prin- 
cipals are all adequate and the company 
has been well selected. Helen Rainsley is 
magnetic and attractive as Mary Prynne, 
Nellie Braggans is an exceedingly pretty 
Priscilla, Kenyon is as sprightly and lively 
a Prue as the book permits her to be and 
Marion Singer, as an operatic Mrs. Mala- 
prop, added to the fun. Warwick Gaynor, 
the barytone has the best voice in the 
company and made a hit on his fire ap- 
pearance.

q Portraits of H. 1. Kimball and Ex-Mayor 


Calhoun Presented to Council. 


_ WILL BE HUNG IN THE CHAMBER 


They Were Presented with Speeches 
at the Meeting of Council Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 


Portraits of two distinguished and suc- 
cessful Atlantians who have figured promi- 
nently in Atlanta’s history were presented 
to Atianta yesterday- during the session of 


the general council 


Both portraits are in oil and both are 
now hanging from the walls of the council 
chamber, where they will always tell of the 
interesting epochs in which their lives 
traced graphically thrilling stories of At- 
lanta’s growth, prosperity and adversities. 

One was the portrait of the late Hon. 
Hannibal L Kimball, while the other was a 
gemarkable reproduction in oil of Hon. 
James M. Calhoun, father of the Hon. 
Lowndes Calhoun, both of whom were 
mayors of Atlanta, the former in times of 
-~war and the latter in the times of peace. 

Upon the walls of the council chamber 
the two portrails now swing, and there 
they will hang, forming prominent features 
of Atlanta’s portrait gallery until Atlanta 
erects a city hall, in which there will be 
provided a large chamber for the collec- 
tion of ex-mayors and prominent citizens 
who have contributed materially in the 
erection and construction of the Gate City 
of the South. 

The Kimball portrait is a life-size oil 
painting, framed in heavy dark bronze, 
and hangs next to the bust painting of Mr. 
Grady on the right of the seat the 
presiding officer occupies. It shows Mr. 
Kimball standing with his Prince Albert 
buttoned from chest to waist, bare headed, 
with his silk hat beside him. That digni- 
fied, graceful pose Mr. Kimball always 


presented was not only well known to the 


artist who reproduced go cleverly the man 
who figured so prominently in the growth 
and development of Atlanta, but it was 
most accurately reproduced with the brush. 

The Calhoun portrait was swung from 
the wall to the left of the entrance to the 
council chamber, and beside it hung an 
oil painting of the son, Hon. W. lL. Cal- 
houn. 

It was when shot and shell were flying 
over and around Atlanta that the elder 
Calhoun was mayor; while it was upon 
the eve of the era of progress in Atlanta 
that the younger Calhoun filled the chair. 

Several weeks ago the general council 
expressed through a resolution of Mr. 
Howell a desire to have a portrait of the 
Jate Mr. Kimball to add to its gallery of 
ex-mayors, and a special committee, with 
Mr. Howell as cho‘rman, was appointed 
to secure the portrait. Mr. Howell was 
hardly at work on the matter referred to 
when he received a communication from 
Mrs. Kimball, the widow of the late At- 
lantian, statirg that she had a life-size 
oil painting of her beloved husband, which 
she would give the city. Mr. Howell con- 
ferred with the other members of the com- 
mittee and the portrait was inspected. It 
was found to be most remarkably life- 
like, and a snort time ago it was trans- 
ferred to the council chamber, where it 
was given a resting place, just to the right 
of Mr. Grady’s excellent bust portrait. 
There it was exposed to the view of the 
large number of Atlantians yesterday who 
Most re 


portrait, “and I want to say now that I 
have never seen a better, more thorough, 
more consecrated Atlantian than Hon. H. 
I. Kimball. He was a man whose energy, 
whose life and whose soul was devoted to 
Atlanta and to Georgia. He came among 
us when we needed energy and hard work, 
and today there are all over the city monu- 
ments to his progressive spirit. It was he 
who made the tirst cotton exposition a 
success and without him it would hardly 
have been a possibility. And today we are 
reaping the benefits of his work in our 
great international show. His love was 
given to Atlanta and the people among 
whom he lived, and no people could have 
had a greater or deeper love than he gave.” 

Governor Bullock then recounted the 
many enterprises in which Mr. Kimball 
had taken a promfnent part, and declared 
that without a single exception they had 
all proven an advantage to Atlanta, the 
people of Atlanta and the entire state. 

Captain English, with whom Mr. xKim- 
ball uad many political tilts, was presented. 
During the residence of the two gentlemen 
in Atlanta Captain English and Mr. Kim- 
ball worked side by side for the upbuilding 
of the city, but it always happened that 
they diverged when it came to matters po- 
luutical. 

“No one,” said Captain English, “knows 
better than I the great amount of work Mr. 
Kimball has done for Atlanta. I have 
been with him in his hardest work and I 
have had time to study the results of the 
work he did. I met him soon after he 
came to Atlanta, and while we «ffcred 
in some things, I always joined him when 
he worked for Atlanta’s advancement. I 
was with him from the time he built At- 
lanta’s first cotton factory up to his 
death, and I never saw a more enerzetic, 
unselfish worker when Atlanta's interests 
were at stake. He had more energy to 
the square inch than any man I ever en- 
countered, and he had that happy faculty 
of drawing around him men who did not 
agree with him in all points. It was he 
who inaugurated more plans for the good 
of Atlanta than any man who ever culled 
Atlanta his home. He appeared always 
eble to find some great enterprise which 
would give work to men when men neeced 
that work most. He was always public- 
spirited, unselfish and willing to.help any 
one along, and I wish wg had more like 
him.”’ 

Captain English recounted the destruc- 
tion of the Kimball and pictured te re- 
turn of Mr. Kimball to Atlanta. He re- 
peated Mr. Kimball’s remarks about the 
rew hotel. 

“Evan Howell and I,” said Captain Eng- 
lish, “‘were the first Mr. Kimball met when 
he returned, and to us he declared that he 
was going to rebuild the Kimball. 

“‘T am giad you have come with the 
money to rebuild it, Mr. Kimball,’ I said. 

“‘*Why, captain,’ he replied, ‘I borrowed 
the money to come on. But if the boys of 
Atlanta will stand together like they once 
did we will build a grander hotel than 
the other one.’ 

“And you see he has done it. I don’t 
think there is another man in America who 
would have undertaken that task.” 

Mr. Stewart Woodson, president of the 
chamber of commerce, added pleasant words 
of praise of the dead developer. 

“T have-a resolution,’’ said Mr. Howell 

It was read and was: 

‘Resolved by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta, That the 
city of Atlanta hereby gratefully accepts 
the excellent portrait presented by Mrs. 
H. I. Kimball of her late husband, the Hon. 
Hannibal I. Kimball, so Wng a distin- 
guished and. wonderfully useful citizen of 
Atlanta. 

“Resolved further, That the thanks of 
the mayor and general council are due and 
are hereby tendered Mrs. Kimball for this 
generous and appropriate gift. 

‘“‘Resolved further, That a copy of these 
resolutions, properly certified, be forwarded 
to Mrs. H. I. Kimball.

At the meeting the chief topic of discus- 
sion wag the bill that is now before the 
Georgia legislature. Mr. G. M. McKimsey, 
chairman of the executive committee and 
president of the American Ticket Brokers’ 
Association, went before the railroad com- 
mittee of the house of representatives at 
the last session and made a speech against 
the bill on behalf of the ticket brokers of 
the United States. He made a general ap- 
peal for the profession, and argued that 
it was as righteous a business as any other. 
He claimed that the American Ticket 
Brokers’ Association was founded upon 
sound principles, and that the laws of the 
country were not violated by the members 
of the association, despite the many 
charges of fraud in the business, such as 
changing the signatures on tickets and 
forging names to make them good. 

Hon. John 8. Candler, of this city, has 
been engaged as the attorney for the ticket 
brokers in their fight against the bill that 
is now being discussed by the railroad 
committee of the house of representatives. 

The bill that is before the legislature was 
introduced by Representative Houston, of 
DeKalb county, and is piain spoken in its 
provisions. It seeks with one stroke to 
put down ticket scalping in this state by 
making it unlawful for any one but a rail- 
road agent to sell railroad tickets, the rail- 
road agent to have a commission on behalf 
of the road he represents displayed in his 
place cf business similar to a license to sell 
whisky or tobacco. This is very similar to 
the law recently passed by the i'exas kgis- 
lature, and while the law in Texas is held 
by the supreme court of that state to be 
unconstitutional, it is believed that some 
step will be taken to bring about the same 
result in a different manner. 

The railroads will urge the passage of 
the Houston bill by the Georgia legislature, 
stripped of its amendment offered by Repre- 
sentative Branan, which requires that 
that railroads shall sell mileage books at 
@ reduced rate. 

The roads claim that unless something is 
done to break up the ticket scalper’s ‘busi- 
ness in Georgia they will have to cease the 
granting of reduced rates for special oc- 
casions, and it is predicted that the At- 
lanta exposition will be about the last to 
enjoy such concessions of the railroads un- 
less some protection is given them against 

the Lordes of ticket scalpers who flock to 
any city where such concessions have been 
made by railroads and prey upon the 
profits that a railroad naturally expects 
when it gives the cheap rate.

New York Day at Atlanta. 
From The New Xxork World. 

In urging the chamber of commerce to 
do everything possible to make New York 
day at the Atlanta exposition a success 
Mayor Strong does not overestimate the 
importance of southeastern trade to this 
city. Those familiar with existing and 
probable conditions are fully assured that 
New York’s chief prospect of development 
in the immediate future lies in putting it- 
self in full sympathy with the effort to de- 
velop the southeast. 

The trade of the northwest, which has 
built the lake towns—which must always 
remain of fundamental importance to New 
York—does not promise great increase at 
present. The first flush of northwestern 
immigration is over. The people of that 
section have stopped ‘booming’ and ap- 
plied themselves to the long, hard strug- 
gie which will finally enable them to over- 
come adverse conditions and realize the 
full benefits of their sturdy and patient 
energy. 

Southern conditions, however, promise 
immediate and continuous progress. ‘The 
new generation at the south has full con- 
trol, and it is showing surprising results. 
It is estimated that the southern commodi- 
ty output hag increaged a billion a yéar in 
the last ten years. The estimate seems 
low when it is remembered that southern 
mining and manufacturing industries are 
almost wholly the growth of the last ten 
year, 

The remarkable development of southern 
iron and coal interests is familiar enough, 
but perhaps some have failed to notice that 
within the last fifteen years the number of 
cotton spindles at the south has increased 
nearly 500 per cent, or from 667,000 in 1880 
to 3,000,000 in 1894, with 600,000 either placed 
or in process of location this year. The 
statistics are from The Manufacturers’ 
Record, and they emphasize their own 
meaning sufficiently, but it may be added 
that the surprising growth they show is 
chiefly in the goutheast and in trade terri- 
tory naturally tributary to New York city. 

The knowledge of such facts means op- 
portunities great enough to excite New 
York merchants to energetic action, and 
Mayor Strong should be heartily support- 
ed in everything he is doing to further the 
city’s interests. New York day at the Cot- 
ton States and International exposition 
should be a demonstration worthy of the 
state and city.

Territorial Acquisitions in a Century. 
From The New York Sun. 

In the first quarter of our century there 
was a great domain added to the territory 
of the United States through the Louisiana 
purchase. In the second quarter another 
vast addition to our territory was made 
through the acquisitions from Mexico, In 
the third quarter yet another extensive ad- 
dition was secured through the purchase of 
Alaska, So far, but only so far, the fourth 
quarter of our century has been unlike each 
of the preceding quarters, in that it has 
brought no addition to the territory of the 
American union. 

It seems to us that the last of the quar- 
ters of the century ought to be at least as 
good for us as the other three were. We are 
pleased with the news from Canada that 
an independent party of a republican kind 
is on the stocks there. Canada is a region 
of a good shape and size, lying alongside of 
this country, the only part of the North 
‘American continent that is under a foreign 
yoke, a royal dynasty, a European flag. If 
it were to unite with us before the end of 
the fourth quarter of the century it would 
be happy for the first time. By this union 
the nineteenth century would be rounded 
off, and our country squared off, as neatly 
as one could desire, There would be some- 
thing to show in America for every one of 
the four quarters of the century. 

How muck better off are the people of 
Louisiana and Texas on the Gulf, and those 
of California and Alaska on the Pactfiic, 
than they would be if they had remained 
under their old masters. Only Canada is 
yet left out in the cold. Let Lord Aberdeen 
talk to the Californians, the Texans, the 
Alaskans or the Louisianians. 

The great years of expansion for the 
United States in the nineteenth century 
have been 1303 in its first quarter, 1845 and 
1847 in its second quarter, and 1867 in the 
third quarter. In which of the few remain- 
ing years of the last quarter of the great 
century shall the news of the ultimate ex- 
tension of the continental territory of our 
republic be sent out to mankind?

‘THE-ELECTION: OF OFFICERS 


A Permanent Organization Effected 
and They Will Meet Next Year 
at the Tennessee Centennial. 


—~ | 


The leading physicians and surgeons of 
the negro race of the United States were 
in session yesterday. 

Last night the American Medical Asso- 
ciation of Colored Physicians and Surgeons 
was organized and several committees 
were appointed. 

The congress met in the colored Congre- 
gational church yesterday evening and 
held interesting exercises. Some of the 
leading doctors of the colored race were 
present and they all were in favor of ef- 
fecting a permanent organization, as they 
thought they would further the interests 
of the profession in this manner and 


could be in a better position to direct the 
movements of the younger doctors ag they 
graduated and began their practice. The 
congress was largely attended and several 
hundred delegates listened to the .address 
of their brothers and voted for the organ- 
ization of the association. 

Among those present were Dr. E. EB. 
Green, of Nashville; Dr. R. F. Boyd, of 
Macon; Dr. C. E. Thomas, of Anniston; 
Dr. J. E. Lynk, of Jackson, Tenn.; Dr. 
W. G. Mason, of Birmingham; Dr. F, F. 
McDouglass, of Chadburne, N. C.; Dr. R. 
A. Reynolds, of Wilmington, N. C.; Dr, C. 
L. Haynes, of Athens, Ga.; Dr. D. R. 
Green, of Madison, Ga.; Dr. H. R. Butler, 
of Atlanta, and Dr. T. H. Slater, of At- 
lanta. 

Commisisoner I. Garland Penn, who is 
at the head of the negro department of 
the exposition, stated the purpose of the 
session and intreduced Dr. E. E. Green. 
Commissioner Penn sald he “ad been in 
Atlanta only nine months, but he had been 
better treated by the white people of the 
city than he had ever expected to be. He 
had heen shown many courtesies <nd had 
been rendered much assistance by the peo- 
ple who had builded the exposition. He ex- 
pressed his gratitude to the white people 
of the city and extended the visiting doc- 
tors a cordial welcome, telling them that 
they would be encouraged in every manner 
possible by the best people of the city. 

Dr. S. B. Hill, of Virginia, read a pa- 
per on the past and present history cf 
medicine as practiced by the negroes, He 
said that the colored people. of the south 
had heen taking rapid strides in all the 
professions, but they had progressed mcre 
in the practice of medicine than they had 
probably in any other. 

Several addresses were made by the vis- 
iting doctors, after which the oryanization 
of the association was entered into and 
officers were elected. 

The association will be known as the 
American Medical Association of Physi- 
clans and Surgeons and all thoroughly 
licensed practitioners will be aligible to 
membership. The following officers were

The result of that investigation dawned 
upon Midway when the police quietly but 
firmly demanded the shows in alleged dis- 
repute to close their doors. It was a sen- 
sation on the Midway.and the news quickly 
spread over the exposition grounds and city. 
It was known that a quiet investigation was 
being made and the action of the exposi- 


tion company and the police was anticipated 
by some. 

The four shows included in the “close-up” 
order of President Collier are the “Beauty” 
show, ‘“‘Trocadero,”’ the “Gypsy” show and 
the ‘“‘Brownie’”’. show. 

Inside All Right. 

No exception has been manifested to the 
character of the displays inside the show 
buildings. The trouble arose by reason of 
the fact that some of the attractions put 
the most dazzling part of the show out-

The complaints have been numerous and 
President Collier started a little investiga- 
tion. He declared that no disrepute should 
be brought upon: the Midway and deter- 
mined to learn if the rumors which had 
come to him were true. That the rumors 
were substantiated by investigation may be 


taken for granted in the light of the fact 


mentioned the amounts stated and ordered 
them to close their shows until the amounts

The Police Called In. 

The police played a conspicuous part in 
the preliminary investigation. Chief Con- 
nolly and Sergeant Bradley Slaughter 
were among the many officers who have 
recently taken in the Midway. 

Saturday night the two disguised them- 
selves in citizen's clothing and proceeded 
to view the sights of the Midway incog- 
nito. The street was closely ihspected by 
the officers and everything tn sight was 
carefully noted. 

Chief Connolly said that while he failed 
to discover or hear anything absolutely in- 
decent, still he viewed several little sights 
not calculated to please the better element 
of the public. For instance, he said that 
one or two of the shows gave lightning 
illustrations of living pictures on platforms 
in front of the shows in full view of the 
public. As each exhibit was given the men 
in the crowd applauded and the ladies

A Reform Ordered. 

After viewing these things with his own 
eyes and hearing many complaints Chief 
Conuolly addressed a letter to Centain 
Henry Jennings, in charge of the exposition 
police, in which he instructed the captain 
to not allow the spielers to use language 
‘“‘bordering on vulgarity.’’ The lIetter was 


written Sunday and it, with president Col- 


lier’s action, resulted in Captain Jennings 
and a squad of his men ordering the doors 
of the places mentioned closed. The conces- 
sionaires made a vigorous protest against 
the action of President Collier and the 
police, but it availed them nothing, the 
orders being final. 

Chief Connolly’s letter was as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., November 17, 1595.—Captain 
Henry Jennings, Captain Exposition Police, 
City — Dear Sir: It has been reported to 
me that some of the spielers for the shows 
on the Miuway in the exposition grounds 
are in the habit of using lanzuage b«urder- 
ing on vulgarity in trying to induce people 
to visit their shows. Notify them that this 
will not be allowed and if_they persist in 
doing so make cases against them. Re- 
spectfully, 

“4. B. CONNOLLY, Chief of Police.” 
What President Collier Says. 

President Collier was asked about the 
matter last night. He said that the morals 
of the Midway must be preserved and that 
the show people would be required to dis- 
continue exhibitions in front of their 
places of an improper kind. 

“The concessionaires were notified sSev- 
eral days ago that they must discontinue 
certain practices under penalty of fine, 
but they paid no,attention to it. Some of 
the showmen' have been exhibiting things 
in full view of the ladies and children who 
visit the Midway and the spielers have 
béen talking as they should not in the 
presence of the public. We have started 
no war on the character of the shows in- 
side the buildings, but the concessionaires 
must not exhibit indecent things outside 
in full view of the public. 

Trouble All Outside. 

“Why, the outside part of the shows have 
become more objectionable than the dis- 
plays inside. The spielers have been telling 
the nublic that the illustrations srown 
outside were not to be compared with the 
sights to be seen inside and in doing so 
some of them have used some 
language. The public has been informed 
that highly sensational] things are to be 
seen inside and objectionable language has 
been used to induce patronage. 

“I am determined that the Midway shall 
remain respectable and be conducted in a 
manner that the most refined people can 
take no exception to what they see on the 
street. Of course the show people will be 
allowed some privileges in the class of en- 
tertainment given inside, but the outward 
ettractions must be unobjectionable. Those 
who do not care to go inside will not 
have cause to be offended, but if the street 
was allowed to go on in the manner it has 
recently been conducted visitors would 
not be able to walk the Midway without 
danger of being insulted. 

“The shows that have been fined will 
have to pay the amounts and sign an 
agreement to conduct the street fart of 
their entertainment more cecorously in 
future or their concession will be canceled. 
We cannot have any living pictures exhib- 
ited to the public unless the public cares 
to go inside the shows and s# them.” 

Mr. Johnson Talks. 

Mr. Joe Johnson, Jr., who is interested 
in the beauty show concession, said in 
reference to the matter: 

“The owners of the beauty show knew 
nothing of the action of its managers in 
giving the free exhibitions outside with 
women, after having been instructed by 
That 
the exposition’s mandates were disobeyed 
was, therefore, without their knowledge 
or consent. If any indecent language was 
used, certainly those interested in the 
beauty show condemn it. They are 
willing to uphoid those in charge of the 
enterprise only when they act with proper 
decorum. 

“Mr. Felder took possession of the mon- 
ey of the concern and placed policemen in 
charge to preserve order. While there 
are some who might question the peremp- 
toriness of this action, tliat is a detail 
which doubtless will be adjusted in the 
morning, when those interested in the 
concession will have a conference with 
Mr. Felder. But the exposition is not 
more anxious to preserve order and de- 
cency than the owners of the beauty show. 

“I hardly think that the exposition can 
afford to allow this, the greatest of all the 
Midway attractions, to remain closed. 
There is a refining education and a lifting 
influence in witnessing these samples of 
the world’s pulchritudinity which no ex- 
position visitor can lose, and if Trilby, a 
model fit for any master’s chisel. is cruelly 
driven from the Midway, art will have lost 
its highest standard and enlightenment 
itself halted in its present glorious ca- 
reer.’”’

This order was granted on the motion of 
Cc. W. Crankshaw, another jeweler, who 
claims exclusive ownership of the copy- 
right and invokes the interference of the 
government to protect him in the main- 
tenance of his rights. 

The petition was presented to Judge 
Newman yesterday afternoon. On hearing 
the allegations of the bill Judge Newman 
granted the prayer, subject to final action 
next Saturday morning at 10 o’clock, at 
which time the case will be oeard on its 
merits and both sides will be given an 
opportunity to argue the facts. 

In his petition the aggtessive jeweler 
avers that several months ago ho had the 
spoon copyrighted as a work of art and 
holds the papers which are necessary to 
establish his claim.

The general arrived yesterday morning and 
looked over the fair grounds: looked again, 
then asked the nearest way to a telegraph 
office.

Sheriff Barnes was noti- 
fied yesterday of the arrest and Deptuy 
Sheriff Green left last night for Cincinnati.

The Kentucky Editor Going to Europe 
To Write a History. 

The popular impression has been that 
Henry Watterson is going abroad to sectire 
& protracted rest, but it appears now that 
he. 1s going to Europe to write a life of 
Abrahem Lincoln. He will take his family 
with him and seek a quiet place, yroba- 
bly some Swiss town, where he may work 
and yet be close enough to Paris to look 
in on brisker life when he feels the need of 
recreation. He has his material al! col- 
lected and only the writing of the bok 
remains to be done. It is expected this 
will consume abo eight months. 

The time that Mr. Watterson will take 
is, of course, his owngsecret. The subject 
has engaged many pes. Nicolay and Hay 
enlarged their life of the great president 
into @ comprehensive history of the whole 
Linecolnian era. Then came Herndon’s 
work with its homely and delightful ac- 
eount of Mr. Lincoln’s early life, his strug- 
gles as a lawyer and triumphs at the iar. 
This was followed by Ward Lamon’s his- 
tory of Mr. Lincoln at the white house, 
and this by Carl Schurz’s review «f Nico- 
lay’s and Hay’s work. Mr. Watterson’s 
friends, however, are confident that be will 
find something new and important to say, 
and will say it in style all of his vuwn and 
which in daily journalism has proved to be 
so spirited and effective. 

Mir. Lincoln’s biographers up to date 
have been his personal friends and politi- 
cal supporters. Mr. Watterson will v.rite 
as an ex-confederate and from that 1 cint of 
view as illuminated by the great marzh of 
events since Mr. Lincoln was _ buried, but 
none the less sympathetically, it is s:.id. 
He is a passionate admirer of Mr. Lin- 
coln’s character and ‘genius, and from 
his editorial perch at Louisville has «njoy- 
ed a lcng survey of the country and a 
study of the conditions which produced the 
most unique man in American history.

The man, who was a woodsman, 
was returning from his work, when the 
animal darted past him with a growl 
and disappeared in the woods nearby. The 
negro was thoroughly alarmed and quick- 
ly called for help. 

Just after it had frightened the negro 
the dogs of Major Rousseau were again 
attacked and two were killed before the 
animal could be frightened off. Late in the 
afterncon several others saw the wolf as 
it sneaked along the side streets and en- 
tered a dark grove.
